‘THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 


‘Reference has already been made in 


these columns to the most interesting 
and encouraging report made by Divi- 
sion Engineer Frank P. Davis, of the 


Nicaragua (anal Construction Com- 


pany, to Chief Engineer Menocal, 
dated October 19, 1890, detailing the 
surveying and construction work per- 
formed in the field prior to that date. 
The following synopsis is now pre 
sented to readers of TE Tres: 

The surveys for the final location of 
the entire canal line have been com- 
pleted, and the detail surveys of the 
sites of all embankments, dams, and 
locks, are very nearly finished. 

In addition to actual surveys the 
whole country bas been thoroughly ex- 


plored, go that every range of hills, and 


‘@VOry small stream has been examined 
to ascertain what, if any, bearing it 
might have upon the general problem 
of construction. 

The surveys for a railroad line from 


‘America to Ochoa, keeping above the 


tlowage linein the basin, have been 
completed.

Careful detail surveys have been 
made for the location of a dum anda

Owing to the difficulties ig trans- 
porting heavy machinery, steam drilis 
were itpracticable, so all this ** 
had to be done by hand. ' 

A steam snag boat was put to work 
clearing the streams—up which supplies 


must be taken—of logs and overhang- 


ing trees, These streams were filled 
with logs, the accumulations of ages, 
many of which were buried in sand 
and as heavy as lead. They could 
only be removed by the assistance of 
divers and a liberal use of dynamite. 

The necessity for a telegraph line to 
the interior soon became apparent. 


This was one of the first works under- | 


taken and was pushed through to Cas- 
tillo, a distance of sixty miles as soon 
as possible. ‘This was a difficult line 
to construct, as the first ten miles was 
through the dcep swamp back of San 
Juan, where the wire and all other sup- 
plies had to be carried on the backs of 
men, who were wading in water from 
one to four feet deep. Much of the 
way the water was so deep that the 
poles could not be set in the ground 
and had to be fastened to stumps with 
wire asthe only means of securing 
them. From the Divide to the Cas- 
tillo, the line is over avery rough 
country, was an expensive line to con- 
oe and is a difficult line to main- 


ta 

Duside the summer of 1889 some pre- 
paratory work was done at Silico Lake, 
and quite a sum of money expended in 
building a crib and a sheet-pile wharf. 

No active work on the excavation of 
rock was done until July 1899, when a 
force of men was put to work, and all 


the rocks which have been used at the 


breakwater quarried. 

During thesummer of 1889 perman- 
ent buildings were begun and building 
construction has been in progress ever 
since. (A detailed list of buildings 
erected, some forty in number, is given) 

Work in the canal clearing was 
gun in January, 1890, and about 
eleven miles chopped the full width of 
486 feet; a large part of this was burned 
during the dry weather of April. The 
chopping through the swamp was done 
in January, when there was a rainfall 
of sixty-four inches, and the water was 
very deep in the swamp. 

As all the water in the vicinity of 
San Juan del Norte is contaminated 
by decaying vegetable matter, it was 
decided to seek a pure supply in the 
highest hills back of the swamp. 

After a careful examination of sev- 
eral sources the Cao La Paz was 
finally selected as a point for a dam. 

The dam will be fifteen feet in 
height and will raise the water in the 
reservoir 115 feet above tide, 

The water will be brought to this 
point in à steel pips eight inches in 
diameter. 
bere, including gates, sluices, screens, 
valves, connections, etc., and fifteen 
miles of pipe.

A breakwater forty-two feet in width 
for the protection of the entrance to 
the harbor, now being 
the eastern terminus of the canal, 
begun in December, 1889, and ‘ae 
already been built out a distance of 
715 feet into the sea, and is now being 
continued and will be carried out to a 
distance of 1990 feet. 

The bar in front of the San Juan 
Lagoon has long been known as one of 
the most dangerous places on the coast 
in rough weather. and it is with no 
small satisfaction to the builders that 
the breakwater has been carried for- 
ward through the heavy surf which 
prevails here during several months of 
the year, without even stopping on ac- 
count of the weather, and without an 
accident of any kind or the loss of life. 

A contract for clearing the right-of- 
way from Lake Nicarauga to the 
Pacific has been let, and work will 
goon begin on this portion. A large 
amount of supplies, tools and machin- 
ery, consisting of steam boilers, rock 
drills, hoisting engines, railway appli- 
ances of all kinds, etc., are now on 
band and ready for work.

CANNED SICKNESS, 


It is a curious fact, not generally 
known, that the. doctors have suc- 
ceeded in bottling specimens of ail 
kinds of diseases, bacilli, bacteria and 
other curious-like sick-spells, until a 
disease cannery may soon be one of the 
industries of the world. This indus- 
try, however, would be somewhat in 
juxtaposition—or, in more common 
and more-easily-pronounced language, 
“forninst” the usual canning estab- 
lishments, as we know them, 
where certain things are put up to 
he consumed by the human race; 
whereas the canning of diseases would 
be undertaken to keep the ‘bacteria 
et al. from consitining said humgn race. 

It this thing keeps én we may expect 
to see the land dotted with factories 
dealing in specialties such as exystal- 
ized billious attacks,’ “Bacilli of 
tuberculosis in glass jars,’ ned 
gout, pints and.quarts,” and the many 
other ailments which flesh seems to 
have a hankering after, . 

A great warehouse business would 
be a necessary auxiliary of this sort of 
commerce, and signs on .the roofs of 
big buildings reading, “Store-room for 
canned corns,’’* Warehouse for pickled 
sore eyes,“ Storage for extract of 
diseased liver,“ etc., ete, would be 
quite as common as those we now see 
relating to the housing of hides, wool 
and the other products of the country.

United States Marshal Tarble. charge 
preferred against him was that of 2omumit- 
ting an assault upon C. W. Floyd, a postof- 
fice employé at Station A, in East Los An- 
geles on Saturday last with intent to rob 
the United States mail. 

Hawthorne was taken before United 
States Commissioner Van Dyke and ar- 

raigned, His bail was fixed at 8500. 

From the above statement it will be seen 
that the case is a peculiar one, but there is 
more in it than appears on the surface, and 
illustrates how it is possible for a man to 
be guilty of a crime and yet escape punish- 
ment. Hawthorne, it is alleged. assaulted 
the — rk in charge of the East Side branch 

ce, a young man named Floyd, last 
. afternoon, drawing a revolver, 
and intimeting that he was desperate and 
must have money, but thatthe entrance of 
a couple of men put a stop to further pro- 
ceedings on Hawthorne’s part, when Floyd 
drew his own revolver and chased him out 
of the office. Floyd thought that Haw- 
thorne intended to rob the office, and so 
reported tothe police authorities on the 
Fast Side, A search was instituted, Haw- 
thurne was captured and was sent to the 
Central station. Shortly after his incarcer- 
ation a Deputy United States Marshal cailed 
at the station and instructed the authorities 
to hold the prisoner, and that a 
complaint would be wade. No com- 
laint was made during Sunday, and 
onday Hawthorne was taken before 
Judge Cheney on a writ} of habeas corpus 
on the ground that no complaint had been 
filed, and that there was no charge pending 
against him. Judge Cheney continued the 
hearing until ‘Tuesday morning. In the 
meantime, however, United States District 
Attorney Cole and Commissioner Owens 
made an exbaustive search of the statutes 
all during Monday, but could find no 
United States law to cover the case, and 
r gave it up. Yesterday morning the 
District Attorney’s oflice was applied to, 
but the United States officials were met 
withthe reply that it was a Federal case, 
and the county oflicials had no jurisdiction, 
Matters were in this state when the 
hour arrived for the hearing of the habeas 
corpus proceedings, and as no charge 
had been made against Hawthorne, the 
judge had no alternative but to order his 
discharge, and Hawthorne walked out of 
the ,courtroom a free map, with nothing in 
the way of his leaving the city, uad he been 
so disposed, Later, however, when the full 
effect of the aifair dawned on the offigials, 
and they began to realize the su in 
which they were placed, the United States 
marshal’s office realized that something had 
to be done at once. The resutt was that the 

second arrest followed. 

BUSY DAY AT SAN PEDRO.
